And this probably Nature’s way 
quietly rehabilitating minds and bodies. 

the process continues you find question beginning 
take shape here and there. “Why did this awful thing 
have happen me?” There seldom any resentment 
behind these questions. The state mind best described 
one bewilderment. People are honestly seeking an- 
swers, and many instances looking into their past lives 
for guide those answers. not uncommon hear 
remark such as, “Believe me, going more gen- 
erous toward others the future. People didn’t even 
know have given gifts food, clothes, and money.” 

Projected into the future, this awareness the sufferings 
our fellow man, this willingness contribute his 
needs time distress, could blessing stemming 
from catastrophe. True enough, people have been gen- 
erous the past but the giving has often been perfunc- 
tory with realization the conditions corrected. 

the weeks come, progress restoring homes 
and factories takes shape and can measured, more 
than likely that the “challenge” seen those unaffected 
the flood may also recognized the victims. the 
outside viewpoint may have been the right one after all. 
certain adopted when the first traces en- 
couraging results can detected after almost endless 
effort. sound job structural reinforcement, the re- 
storation familiar things, perhaps assistance relocating 
—such accomplishments suggest future that offers hope 
better things come. 

The challenge the industrialist who must revamp 
rebuild achieve increased efficiency plant layout, 
and increased efficiency equipment with the resulting in- 
crease efficiency utilizing manpower. 

The community also faced with challenge and 
opportunity. Rebuilding often deterred the thought 
long drawn out condemnation proceedings. Now, many 
communities have choice but rebuild—better—or 
become ghost towns.

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THE ROSER TANNERY GLASTONBURY 


Koser 


The year was 1695. 

Strasbourg, France, Kasper Roser 
placed the last his possessions 
the wagon, called for his wife and chil- 
dren come out the silent house, 
and with his family safely bedded 
down for the night thick quilts, 
drove out the dark city. 

Being proud man, believed that 
man should worship God according 
his own dictates. This was not al- 
lowed Strasbourg; religious free- 
dom had not yet been won. 

The authorities had given him 
choice: submit the doctrines 
specified the civil authorities 
leave the city. 

Kasper Roser had made his mind. 
departed from Strasbourg, leaving 
more than persecution behind him. 
had forsaken tannery for religious 
freedom. had worked many years 
build the tannery, and the quality 
the leather that had come out his 
shop was known far and wide. 

However, the skill and knowledge 
had gained Strasbourg were soon 
applied elsewhere. Kasper settled 
Stuttgart, Germany. built another 
tannery and soon “Roser Leather” was 
once more finding its way into the 
market places Europe. 


Herman Roser 


1883, Herman Roser, youngest 
seven sons, and seven generations re- 
moved from Kasper, decided there was 
important opportunity for him 
his father’s tannery, for several broth- 
ers already took precedence over him. 
Herman reasoned there would 
greater opportunity for him the new 
world, America; made the all-im- 
portant decision emigrate. 

Before leaving for America, how- 
ever, learned all that his father 


could teach him the family tannery. 
Then traveled Switzerland, 
France, and Belgium and studied the 
tanning methods those 
adding his knowledge working 
journeyman. 

Herman learned what the old world 
knew about tanning that could 
transport this knowledge the new 
world. 1884, departed from Eu- 
rope bound for the western hemis- 
phere. 

America, Herman went directly 
one the great tanning centers, 
Philadelphia. There, his knowledge 
tanning obtained immediate employ- 
ment for him. Soon after moved 
New York. Again was not difficult 
for him find work tannery, for 
the demands for leather were growing 
with the ever-expanding frontiers 
growing nation. There was need for 
such leather products harness straps, 
saddles, belts, boots, and host 
other necessities. addition, there 
were new styles leather goods, set 
the folk the great cities New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia. These 
refinements style, plus the vigorous 
growth the nation, kept tanneries 
the East busy. 

Herman Roser worked hard and 
saved his money. was grateful for 
the opportunity work, but was 
determined have his own tannery. 
would not just any tannery, but 
one that had the three basic require- 
ments for tanning the finest pigskin 
leather. (Herman had already decided 
that could his best work with 
pigskin. Properly tanned, pigskin was 
the most durable and the handsomest 
all leathers. 

Such tannery would require first, 
oak bark supply tannin; next 
goodly flowage pure, soft water; and 
finally, ready source raw skins.

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These prerequisites, course, re- 
duced the number possible locations. 
However, one day Herman heard 
tannery for sale Glastonbury, Con- 
necticut. 

Losing time, hastened 
Glastonbury, busy Yankee commu- 
nity which had developed into man- 
ufacturing center some importance. 
There talked with Isaac Broadhead, 
the surviving partner the company, 
Hubbard Broadhead. (The tannery 
had been operation since 1854. 
operation. 

Extremely pleased with the possibil- 
ities hand, Herman Roser purchased 
the tannery April 1886. 


The Tannery 


The first Roser Glastonbury was 
proud the tannery. Its strong, brick 
walls would last indefinitely; and those 
buildings frame had been con- 
structed hand hewn oak and chest- 


the skillful Yankees Glas- 


tonbury. There was plenty water for 
driving the horizontal water wheel 
which produced the power for grind- 
ing oak bark. Moreover, the water was 
pure—just right for the tanning pro- 
cess. The bark grinder was the only 
machine then used the tannery. 

Important, too, was the plentiful 
growth white and black oak timber 
Glastonbury and the surrounding 
towns. 

Much this timber was used 
build coastwise and Connecticut River 
ships yards located Glastonbury 
and other river towns. But valuable 
by-product the timber was the bark 
which contained great quantities 
tannin, the substance needed for vege- 
table tanning. 

Just important was the ready sup- 
ply properly “flayed” raw pigskins. 
Pigs were most important factor 
the self-sustaining economy earlier 
New England. Almost every farmer 
one more. During the early 
winter, itinerant 
from farm farm with their razor 
sharp knives and huge boiling kettles. 
Butchering day was event great 
consequence. meant fresh pork, 
tasty bacons and hams smoked 
over hickory chips, and crisp “scraps” 
which remained after the lard had been 
“tried out” from the fat. also meant 
extra cash the pocket 
and skins for Herman Roser. One 
the butcher’s jobs was flay the hide, 
skillful operation which the skin 
was separated from the flesh care-

ful cutting. return for this work, 
took the skin payment. 

was that when Herman ac- 
quired the original Hubbard Broad- 
head tannery, gained, too, the rich 
natural resources the environment. 
could now set about produce 
the finest pigskin leather America. 

Herman Roser worked hard super- 
vising every process the tannery and 
often performed the individual jobs 
himself. spent many fourteen 
hours day the tannery, six days 
week, and took care business cor- 
respondence his home the eve- 
ning. Sunday went church 
the family tradition. 

made progress, and after two 
years decided that could support 
wife and family. went back 
Germany, married Maria Veil and 
brought her Glastonbury. Maria 
Veil was the daughter Johannes Veil

Herman Roser left stone un- 
turned produce America’s choicest 
pigskin leather. Little wonder that with 
the arrival the twentieth century, the 
name “Roser” was synonymous with 
“quality” wherever fine pigskin was 
used. 


The Early 


With the turn the new century, 
America had become strong, vibrant 
nation. The days struggle and vast 
internal adjustments were gone. The 
west was longer uncharted. Rail- 
roads had pushed into every corner 
the nation. The telegraph, and the 
new instrument, the 
spanned the continent seconds. 


Glastonbury, Herman Roser was 
aware the transition. Not only had 
kept abreast the changing times 
through continual reading and study, 
but the highway that ran his tannery 
was one the main arteries Con- 
necticut, joining the capital city, Hart- 
ford, and the seaport New London. 
was heavily traveled the growing 
numbers salesmen who carried 
America’s largest industrial news his 
door. 


However, takes longer than over- 
night change the operations 
tradition. Yet, there were changes 
could make that would ease the bur- 
den some jobs and improve the 
operation the tannery. 


Herman Roser had risen before 
dawn for years during the winter 
months light the stoves scattered 


throughout the tannery. Now, had 
steam boiler installed provide central 
heating and supply steam for process 
work. Later, this boiler made possible 
the installation steam engine 
supplement power from the water tur- 
bine. 

Paddle wheels were put the tan- 
ning vats; these helped produce more 
thorough and uniform tanning. Revolv- 
ing drums were installed wash skins 
better, quicker. By-and-large, however, 
quality tanning was still hand pro- 
cess. 

Until such time when machines 
could process leather better, would 
not compromise quality for quantity. 
But Herman knew that someday, and 
not too far the future, machines 
would surpass hand methods and even- 
tually produce even finer pigskin 
leather. would ready for that 
day when arrived. 

Outside other events were taking 
place, and these affected the operation 
the tannery. 

There was the matter oak bark, 
for instance. When the supply oak 
bark had been plentiful the Glas- 
tonbury area, Herman Roser had pro- 
cured easily from teamsters who 
brought oxcart. Now, locally 
the supply was dwindling and large 
vans hauled the bark from more 
mote areas, where oak timber was 
still available. 


There was change, too, the 
source raw pigskins. Connecticut 
farmers, once Herman chief 
suppliers, raised fewer pigs. re- 
sult, the skill required properly flay

few hides that were flayed bore, too 
often, the knife marks hasty and 
unskilled hands. Herman refused 
tan such second-rate skins. 


Forced dwindling supplies first 
quality skins, became necessary 
farther afield. But the situation was 
better other parts the country. 
(The packers seldom produced whole 
pigskins, was easier leave the 
skin the ham, bacon and other pork 
products.) Herman Roser turned 
Europe where the art flaying con- 
tinued and where pigs were raised not 
only for their meat but also for their 
skin. They received good care, that 
the skin did not become damaged 
scars skin diseases. 


revolution the pigskin tanning 
industry, itself never large, was slowly 
taking place throughout the nation. 
One the outstanding characteristics 
pigskin its natural and distinctive 
grain. preserve this fine grain re- 
quires endless patience and great skill. 
With the increased demand for leather 
goods, time became important fac- 
tor and many tanneries did not possess 
the time, the patience and skill re- 
quired produce truly fine pigskin 
leather. For this reason, and faced 
the scarcity raw skins. more and 
more tanneries deserted pigskin for 
other kinds leather. Today said 
that Herman Roser Sons, Inc., 
the only tannery America, possibly 
the world, devoted exclusively the 
tanning pigskins. 

Then, 1908, John, Herman 
Roser’s oldest son, joined him the 
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tannery. The young man was stran- 
ger tanning. When youngster, 
had often helped his father with some 
the simple chores the shop; then, 
after completion studies the Glas- 
tonbury schools his father had sent him 
abroad study the School Tan- 
ning Freiberg, Germany. Having 
completed his formal education, John 
toured Germany and then England, 
the important tanneries those coun- 
tries. 

When entered his father’s shop 
John had acquired considerable exper- 
Four years later, 1912. Her- 
man Roser recognized his son’s talents 
and gave proper notice all that 
henceforth the tannery was 
known “Herman Roser Son.” 


The World War Period 


These were years upheaval and 
fast-moving events. Industry grew and 
with many new uses for Herman 
fine pigskin leather. One 
these new needs was seat covering and 
upholstery for automobiles. sig- 
nificant that Roser pigskin was used 
the higher priced automobiles, especi- 
ally the Pierce-Arrow, during the earl- 
ier years automobiling. 

Events overseas were soon affect 
America. World War shattered the 
peace the world, but not until 1917 
did the tidal wave that war hit the 
small and remote town Glaston- 
bury. 

Almost overnight, seemed then, 
the young men Glastonbury dis- 
appeared into America’s growing 
armed forces. Among them were Her- 
man Roser’s two oldest sons, John and 
Martin. 

While the two young Rosers served 
their country (Martin took part the 
fighting France throughout 1918 
and John served the army this 
country during the closing months 
the war) Herman continued attend 
the growing operations the tannery. 

was not easy task. Military and 
civilian needs multiplied the demand 
for fine pigskin leather. worked 
long hours; yet work was not enough 
during the war days. 

During spare time, Herman Roser 
bought trees and had them planted 
throughout the town. With his own 
hands set out many them the 
town “Green,” hoping that through 
this activity some semblance the 
spirit and calm Glastonbury could 


maintained and preserved for years 
come. 


The War ended. John and Martin re- 
turned. Now, was time for Martin 
enter the After had 
studied abroad and completed his edu- 
cation business schools Hartford 
and the University Connecticut, 
joined his father and brother the 
tannery. 

Desiring have his sons participate 
the management, Herman Roser in- 
corporated the family tannery 1918. 
The young men were ready initiate 
some the changes industrial 
methods which had largely developed 
during and since the war. New ma- 
chines, new methods—even new kinds 
dyes and chemicals—began ap- 
pear. 

Herman Roser was willing let the 
young men lead. Gradually, the interior 
the tannery began take dif- 
ferent character: new kind vat; 
new machines remove excess fat 
from skins without damaging them; 
experiments, trial and error involving 
the use new tanning agents and 
chemicals; new wonder machine that 
could literally slice skins that uni- 
form thickness leather could 
guaranteed; new methods soften 
skins and yet make them stronger— 
these and many changes were made 
within the old tannery. One addition 


was quite visible all who passed 
the shop the turnpike that led from 
Hartford New London—a large 
four-story brick building now adjoined 
the original tannery buildings. 


Pigskin Tanning 


Pigskin tanning the main not 
unlike any other type tanning. But 
the unusual nature the skin itself 
distinguishes from all others. Most 
skins have two distinct layers, the 
grain (outer) and the corium (inner), 
whereas pigskin has interwoven net- 
work fibers the skin, with 
unusual amount fat distributed 
throughout the interstices. Riding the 
skin this excess fat the most for- 
midable problem pigskin tanning. 

Herman Roser Sons, Inc. have de- 
veloped special processes solve this 
and other problems. Skins are fed 
through machine, after 
they have been soaked remove dirt 
and foreign matter, and before the 
bristles have been removed. The flesh- 
ing machine cuts off the surface fat. 
the past, removing the fat was long 
and arduous manual task. The new ma- 
chine process fast, accurate and high- 
efficient. After removal the fat, 
the skin ready for the unhairing op- 
eration.

Although rain forecasts for the week 
end August and had damp- 
ened the hopes many rain-soaked 
workers they sloshed homeward 
Thursday night, one, not even the 
weathermen, knew the holocaust 
destruction that was destined begin 
its visit the early morning hours 
Friday, August 19. Even flash floods 
caused trickling streams, 
swollen rainfall that 
had covered some roads, washed out 
others along with small bridges and 
filled many basements, failed fore- 
cast the catastrophe that was about 
strike. 

Like other soggy citizens who had 
felt and seen the rain pelting them, 
stalling cars and rushing over gutters, 
Governor Ribicoff was not aware 
the seriousness the situation until 
Mayor William Carroll Torrington 
called him shortly after 1:00 A.M. 
Friday morning urging him call out 
the National Guard that area 
aid removing families whose homes 
were threatened the rapidly rising 
waters. After calling and conferring 
with Adjutant General Frederick 
Reincke issued order calling out 
the National Guard and started for 
Torrington. Finding one road after an- 
other blocked flood waters, gave

The Winsted-Torrington Area 


Fed overflowing small streams, 
the Mad River tumbled over its banks 
and began rising rapidly the foun- 
dations buildings mile- 
long Main Street the early morning 
hours Friday, April 19. Firemen 
and policemen alerted the sleeping in- 
habitants the apartment and other 
houses along the Mad and Still Rivers. 
Many heeded and left quickly with few 
their personal effects. Others 
fused. Many these who refused 
leave their homes were rescued 
boats helicopter, managed 
swim safety, but many drowned, 
despite what could have been suc- 
cessful rescue effort they had not 
panicked. Many believe that was the 
heavy overflow from Highland Lake 
spillways cascading down the steep 
hillside into Mad River that set the 
Niagara-like rapids which tore great 
holes some business buildings and 
factories, while sweeping others 
their destruction. 

Instead macadam Main Street, 
feet, filled with large rocks, broken 
sidewalks, cars, silt and ruined build- 
ings the edge, were seen after 
the waters receded grim reminders 
the power churning flood waters. 
Few industries Winsted escaped the 
wrath the flood waters, except the 
relatively few higher ground. 

first was thought that Win- 
sted’s industries were ruined, possibly 
beyond resources available for their re- 
construction. But with back-breaking 
clean-up work, many them were 
various stages operation within 
few days two weeks after the waters 
receded. Within two months now 
appears likely that most factories will 
full operation, except possibly 
those who are not able secure the 
necessary finances place their plants 
operation. The hardest hit plant was 
the Gilbert Clock Co. Despite the fight- 
ing spirit business management and 
the cooperation employees and citi- 
zens, will take years recoup the 
millions lost small merchants and 
industries the area.

New Hartford, Collinsville 
and Unionville 


Swollen smaller streams, the 
Farmington River swept through New 
Hartford causing heavy damage the 
Underwood and Litchfield Manufac- 
turing Company plants New Hart- 
ford and wrecking houses and bridges 
its path down the valley through 
Collinsville, Unionville, Farmington, 
Avon and Simsbury. Besides loss 
many lives and homes, the Collins Co. 
was wrecked Collinsville, the Pi- 
oneer Steel Ball Co. Unionville, and 
the Ensign-Bickford Co. inundated and 
badly damaged Simsbury. Many 
other plants Unionville were either 
severely damaged experienced heavy 
inventory machine and equipment 
losses from flood waters. 


The Naugatuck Valley 


Rushing down the Naugatuck Valley 
with increasing force, the waters swept 
through the Plume and Atwood Com- 
pany’s new plant Thomaston, wreck- 
ing the entire north end housing the 
and cafeteria and ruining inven- 
tory and equipment well de- 
stroying records. The whirling waters 
also destroyed the Plymouth bridge 
and continued wreak havoc vary- 
ing degrees with plants, roads and 
business establishments downstream 
through Waterbury, Naugatuck, An- 
sonia, Derby and Seymour. 

can mention only few the 
more than 400 companies that suffered 
flood damage. Those mentioned be- 
lieved hardest hit may well have 
tain them better than others not men- 
tioned. Only final rehabilitation cost 
figures and more detailed information 
company resources will determine 
what companies and communities will 
suffer most the result the August 
1955 flood disaster. 

Flood waters, besides making dozens 
islands out factory roofs, invaded 
the business section Waterbury for 
the first time its history.

Greatest industrial losses in- 
dustries the Naugatuck, Ansonia, 
Derby and Seymour areas were sus- 
tained The United States Rubber 
Company Naugatuck, Farrel-Birm- 
ingham plants Ansonia and Derby, 
and Seymour Manufacturing Co. 
Seymour. Although the dollar losses 
many smaller industries the area 
were slight comparison with those 
sustained larger companies, but 
terms tragedy the owners, theirs 
was greater. Their plants were wiped 
out. Without substantial financial as- 
sistance few may never rebuild again. 


Springs Area 


The Quinebaug and French Rivers, 
not outdone the Mad River 
Winsted, the Farmington and the 
Naugatuck, literally tore Putnam 
pieces, isolating the business district 
from other parts the city first 
destroying bridges and surrounding the 
remainder with its churning waters. 
The Metal Sellers Corporation, pro- 
ducers magnesium, blew the 
height the flood and burned, send- 
ing barrel after barrel burning and 
exploding magnesium down the river 
threaten destruction fire several 
factories and other buildings and 
homes. “It was night horror, worse 
than anything have witnessed during 
bombings World War II”, one vet- 
eran declared. Firemen fought the blaz- 
ing magnesium barrels from the roof 
the Belding-Heminway plant all 
night keep the plant from being ig- 
nited the fiery fragments explod- 
ing magnesium.

words marketing and market 

research showing more 

and more the articles you read 
business magazines and lot your 
reading time can waste you 
are not quite sure what these words 
mean. There some confusion. Even 
business sophisticate know who 
once came meeting the Ameri- 
can Marketing Association under the 
impression that was going meet 
with group grocers. 

Marketing broad term which 
includes all the functions involved 
transferring goods from producer 
consumer. includes such things 
price policy, warehousing, advertis- 
ing and the actual act selling. Most 
industries wont far wrong 
think marketing meaning “sales”, 
since most the functions covered 
the word marketing are the responsi- 
bility the Sales Manager some 
other executive who oversees the dis- 
tribution end the business. 


for practical purposes you think 
marketing the same thing 
sales, you can think market research 
sales research. Whenever you look 
the credit rating new customer 
whenever you look your records 
find out what one your old cus- 
tomers has been buying from you, you 
are using simple form market re- 
search. There mystery about it. 
Market research follows very basic 
and currently popular dictum—get the 
facts. What does with the facts 
the important thing. picks out the 
essential ones, verifies them, puts them 
order and presents them logical, 
useful tool for management. 
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Market Research and 
New Products 


Unless you are very lucky, higher 
Operating costs and greater competi- 
tion have lowered your profit margins 
regular products. This has caused 
you and many other Connecticut manu- 
facturers plan new products which 
will bring more sales and put you 
step ahead competition. 

New product planning has its pit- 
falls. There always time when the 
Production Manager says “Tell just 
what you want and how many you will 
sell and then will tell you how 
much will cost.” which the Sales 
Manager replies “Make some sam- 
ples and tell what the costs will 
and then tell you how many 
can sell.” 

This real dilemma. Many new 
products never get beyond this point. 
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they do, usually because some- 
one has taken chance and answered 
one the questions the basis 
hunch personal opinion. you have 
had much experience with the hunch 
method you know that unreliable 
and sometimes costly. 

Market research the only logical 
way answer the question which the 
Production Manager put the Sales 
Manager.

acterize buildings and houses. 
Here found astonishment that 
the past few years most the 
strictly hand operations had been 
changed over semi-automatic ma- 
chines, with the owner the plant 
doing the basic machine design. Dur- 
ing the entire visit several hours, 
there was breakdown any the 
machines, which were quite ingenious- 
designed. Yet this owner was still 
not satisfied. was continuing de- 
sign new machines for operations not 
yet made automatic. 

These are the kinds experience 
which made sense the basic changes 
which are taking place Europe to- 
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day. These examples illustrate particu- 
larly the development new attitudes 
among young European industrialists, 
who are eager grasp and put into 
practice new concepts and techniques. 
Such reactions are not often ob- 
served among the older generation, 
who tend resist change and are 
likely satisfied with the status 
quo. 


Market Development 


Another concept which beginning 
take hold Europe that the 
possibilities market development, 
through market research studies, better 
design, advertising, lower costs, etc. 
Heretofore the European notion 
markets has been one stability, and 
has been difficult for European busi- 
nessmen grasp that the market for 
given product can increased mate- 
rially stimulating demand various 
ways.

Europeans have failed understand 
this most important feature our mass 
production system, namely, that the 
time payment plan (if not carried 
extremes desirable form en- 
forced saving, which enables Mr. Aver- 
age Man get for himself many use- 
ful products, for which never would 
have had the will power save 
advance. And furthermore, that the 
additional units sold this way can 
numerous that they help ma- 
terially justify and pay for the type 
high production tooling which 
turn brings lower costs that even 
more people can afford buy. 

The concept this self-stimulating 
process just beginning Europe, 
but deferred payments are still the 
exception rather than the rule. Because 
most Europeans, the matter 
borrowing money just little bit 
immoral!

problems, and one certainly gets the 
impression that this really the first 
time that they have ever really ap- 
proached this seriously. 
Again, large share credit for stim- 
ulating interest this direction must 
our foreign aid program, work- 
ing conjunction with European in- 
stitution known the European Pro- 
ductivity Agency (E. A.).

And 
one sees all kinds convincing evi- 
dence this new prosperity, such 
things heavy traffic and vast con- 
struction boom, not mention super- 
markets and modern department stores 
with escalators. Although much the 
credit for this recovery must 
our own foreign aid program, the in- 
herent industriousness and determina- 
tion the German people have also 
been important factors. 

rapid recovery the tremendous 
Volkswagen plant Wolfsburg, and 
the steady stream production 
these remarkable small cars which has 
gushed from it. the short space 
seven years, this vast industrial estab- 
lishment has been constructed from the 
ground up, and August 1955 
the one millionth car had been turned 
out. other single European auto- 
mobile company has turned out total 
one million cars since the beginning 
the automobile industry! Volks- 
wagen now claims the third larg- 
est automobile producer the world, 
after only General Motors and Ford, 
and after traveling many thousands 
miles Europe can easily believe 
it. 

Thus have the paradox that Ger- 
many, defeated nation ruins only 
ten short years ago, now rivals the 
United States and Great Britain 
prosperity. This certainly one the 
most startling things witness today 
Europe. said have prompted 
prosperous nation have remarked,

The year was 1929, and now the 
last Herman sons, Conrad, 
joined him the tannery.

Here, information abstracted 
from automatic inspection devices 
can used control the product 
direct correction. These instruments 
are capable calculating numbers 
and remembering and forgetting in- 
formation received. They eliminate the 
human errors manual inspection and 
tend reduce dimensional variability 
the product. 


Social Consequences 


general the feeling was that the 
rate which automation would 
introduced reduced the possibility 
its creating unmanageable problems. 
There exists fear higher overhead 
costs, but the major impediment the 
shortage engineers and scientists 
design automatic plants and tech- 
nicians and skilled craftsmen for setting 
them and maintaining them. The 
problem education also applies 
management which must capable 
co-ordinating the great variety ex- 
pert knowledge that must utilized 
automatically controlled processes 
are effectively used. 

The British trade unions have not 
opposed developments automation, 
because they feel that larger gross 
national product will 
wages for them. This, course, 
their current position under conditions 
full employment when union co- 
operation maximized. 

The general view that emerged from 
the conference was that the shortage 
trained staff was likely keep the 
development automation pace 
which could economically and 
sociologically absorbed. Unemploy- 
ment would not serious problem 
because new skills would replace the 
old and new industries servicing per- 
sonal consumption and leisure would 
grow national income increased. Al- 
so, more rapid data processing would 
enable the government take action 
more quickly avert economic crisis. 
However, emphasis was placed upon 
the tensions that would created 
differences the length work weeks 
and remuneration between industries 
which automation was applicable 
and those which could not 


applied.

moved state and made rescues. Mil- 
itary and civilian helicopters from Con- 
necticut and far away points wind- 
milled low, picking people from roof 
tops. Heroism was taken for granted.” 


And the heroics were not confined 
the many brave whirlybird crews. 
They were young men the National 
Guard, policemen and firemen, and just 
plain Joe Citizens who threw caution 
the winds save babies, small 
children, old people, the crippled and 
the sick. was day when fear-cringed 
people were given hope new and 
better day men who had the cour- 
age and the faith perform daring and 
unselfish deeds. 


Aftermath and Rehabilitation 


Then came Saturday. The rivers and 
streams shrank they delivered their 
loads into the salt waters Long Island 
Sound. The sun came out. Stunned 
citizens the hard hit towns walked 
about—some dazed—scarcely able 
grasp the reality the destruction that 
met their eyes. They were living again 
primitive days without benefit 
telephones, gas electric stoves 
refrigeration. There was water safe 
drink without boiling, little food 
for adults milk for the babies, ex- 
cept the small amount that had trickled 
with the Red Cross that had opened 
headquarters before the flood subsided. 
Thousands longer had home fit 
live in; others home all; and many 
homeowners’ real estate was now silt 
washing downstream shoveled 
later from some street, factory yard 
floor. The sun was shining, but the day 
was dark for those who had lost chil- 
dren, relatives, friends, their homes 
found their places business heavily 
damaged. was dark, too, for the of- 
ficials and peoples the affected com- 
munities they thought the Hercu- 
lean task the clean-up and rebuild- 
ing operations. 

Then came help. More helicopters 
with supplies. Army trucks with Na- 
tional Guardsmen lend hand, pre- 
vent looting and restore order. The Red 
Cross with the aid town officials and 
churchmen found more and more sleep- 
ing and dining facilities schools, 
churches and other buildings left un- 
touched the flood. Disinfectants, 
food, drinking water, electric gener- 
ators, medicinal supplies and clothing 
began arrive increasing quanti- 
ties the hours wore through Sun- 


day and Monday. Soon emergency 
telephone service was set hard 
working telephone crews the South- 
ern New England Telephone Com- 
pany Winsted, Torrington and the 
Naugatuck River towns, Bristol and 
Putnam and other eastern Connect- 
icut areas. first only few emergen- 
calls for doctors and emergency help 
were permitted, but within week 
most communication lines, least 
business establishments, were function- 
ing near-normal pace. 

Meanwhile, those concerned with the 
main sources livelihood the peo- 
ple the hard hit industrial towns 
wasted little time day-dreaming. 
Emergency meetings were held the 
management and supervisors organ- 
ize the clean-up. one way another 
ways were found order necessary 
supplies such heavy boots, gloves, 
raincoats, suits and hats, generators, 
electric hand lamps, shovels, pails, dis- 
infectants, buckets and brooms—all 
new tools for most the employees 
the clean-up brigade. Dispensaries 
some the larger plants doled 
out typhoid shots the workers and 
those smaller plants got those shots 
quickly from local health authorities 
and family doctors. Portable generators 
and trucks, scoops, bulldozers, pay- 
loaders and mobile cranes were found 
and often delivered quickly the 
larger companies with many 
and supplier contacts throughout the 
country. 


one case brought our atten- 
tion, heavy boots, gloves and other ne- 
cessary supplies were available early 
8:30 a.m. Saturday morning 
following the Friday peak the flood. 
Workmen got their shots and went 
work. More came work later the 
tools were available. Sunday work 
was process cleaning and recon- 
ditioning parts. Shipments were made 
customers within the week.

tinue until its new plant completed 
late this fall. Once again the old 
Yankee ingenuity and sheer courage 
the face seemingly insurmount- 
able hardship has shown capabilities 
that are engendering renewed faith 
within the state and respect outside 
its borders. 

notable aftermath the flood, 
President Eisenhower, response 
Governor appeal, made 
personal flight over flood stricken Con- 
necticut the week following the flood. 
His flight observations and subsequent 
consultation with the Governor, Sen- 
ator Bush and other state, federal, army 
and Red Cross officials, caused him 
make nation-wide appeal for emer- 
gency Red Cross funds help reduce 
the distress. Likewise loosened the 
purse strings the federal government 
help rebuild roads and bridges. 
also alerted other governmental bureaus 
such the FHA, the Department 
Commerce, the Office Defense Mo- 
bilization and the Small Business Ad- 
ministration. The SBA set emer- 
gency offices Torrington, Waterbury 
and Putnam addition expanding 
staff its Hartford office order 
serve the thousands individuals and 
companies who were expected ap- 
ply for loans help repair damages 
homes, business industrial prop- 
erties replenish inventories and 
supply some working capital. Repre- 
sentatives the other organizations 
alerted also became active the area, 
sometimes working alone and some- 
times with the State Development 
Commission and Labor Departments 
who were activated flood peak 
assist industry and business with their 
clean-up and other rehabilitation prob- 
lems. 


Mac Assistance Program 


Realizing the gravity the flood 
situation for industry, the Association 
prepared two-part questionnaire over 
the week-end following the Friday 
flood with view discovering the 
emergency needs its members hit 
the flood and the offers quick as- 
sistance that could secured from un- 
damaged members. The questionnaire 
was mailed Monday, August and 
Tuesday after luncheon, some of- 
fers assistance had been phoned 
in. The first flood assistance bulletin 
was mailed that day. told how 
apply for disaster loans and listed the 
items assistance thus far received. 
They ran the gamut from offers dry 
out motors and soggy records boilers, 


generator sets, smoke stacks, rental 
space, rust removing and sub-con- 
tracting facilities and offerings mo- 
tors and hot rolled steel. 

assistance offers poured each 
day they were listed types bul- 
letins Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday the week following the flood 
and Monday, August 29th. The 
types listed included: Reconditioning 
services, machinery and equipment; 
factory space, materials, sub-contract- 
ing personnel services 
wanted, transportation and disaster 
loans. Each item under these headings 
was briefly described, ending with the 
name and address the company of- 
fering the assistance and the name and 
telephone number the man con- 
tact the company. listing this 
manner, was possible for contacts 
assistance. 

Besides listing these offerings 
bulletins for five consecutive days, 
during which more than 300 com- 
panies offered help one kind an- 
other, the service was publicized the 
press and over radio and newscasts, 
thus getting the news towns without 
mail and telephone service during the 
first crucial days following the flood. 
When the supply previous of- 
ferings had far exceeded any possi- 
ble demand, according reports re- 
ceived from two staff representatives 
who had been the field calling 
members the hardest hit towns, our 
disaster relief bulletins listing services 
available were discontinued with our 
August 29th bulletin. Members were 
advised that MAC would continue 
process requests for special assistance 
required flood stricken companies. 
These special requests kept MAC trunk 
lines busy during the week following 
the flood, but have dropped trickle 
since September despite repeated 
offers the service made our field 
representatives. 


Scope Assistance 


Beginning with individual company 
efforts organize their own manage- 
ment and employees teams for self- 
help and the organization communi- 
committees business men and 
town survey emergency 
needs and press rapidly for their sol- 
ution, the organizational structure con- 
tinued mushroom rapidly that 
Governor Ribicoff very wisely ap- 
pointed overall Connecticut Flood 
Recovery Committee made 
leaders representative business and 


social groups the state. Naming 
Sherman Knapp the 
chairman, the Governor called the 
meeting which was held his office 
Wednesday August 31. outlined 
some important problems running 
the gamut from emergency problems 
individuals longe range planning for 
communities and the state. The $64 
questions apparent each one the 
problems posed were: Who would 
the jobs either whole part? 
Who would furnish the money 
credit-the federal, state local gov- 
ernments, the Red Cross private 
charitable groups? How should the 
money raised where decision was 
made that financing must come from 
state Community resources? 

Important too, loomed the desperate 
need work out agenda for spe- 
cial session the General Assembly 
which would enable the necessary re- 
construction aid forward without 
cutting knots red tape every turn. 
start toward efficient operation 
was decided that the work the gen- 
eral committee would undertaken 
sub-committees follows: aid 
towns housing aid flood 
victims reconstruction program 
legislation. 

The Association well represented 
the general committee Sherman 
Knapp, its chairman, and John 
Coe, Jr., MAC directors, and Norris 
Ford, executive vice president. Mr. 
Coe, president hard-hit American 
Brass Co., serves the Reconstruc- 
tion Planning sub-committee and Mr. 
Ford the Aid Flood Victims 
and Legislation sub-committees. The 
second meeting the general com- 
mittee was held the Connecticut 
Light and Power Company offices that 
have been selected permanent head- 
quarters Friday, September Work 
the sub-committees being rapidly 
organized that recommendations can 
made the earliest possible time 
for discussion, possible modification 
and acceptance order that well- 
rounded agenda may presented 
the special session the General As- 
sembly called soon Governor 

Meanwhile, the Red Cross goes 
aiding business men and individuals 
with upon 
reasonable proof that they are needed 
get home, furniture, store fixtures 
inventory and are not available 
from the assets the individual 
small businesses from other sources. 
Over $400,000 are reported have 
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been spent through the first week 
September, with the likelihood that 
well over million will spent for 
flood relief the Red Cross Con- 
necticut alone. SBA has approved over 
200 loans and army engineers are busi- 
work supervising clean-up and 
repair operations roads, bridges and 
rivers and aiding with planning for 
flood control the future. 

Some four field offices plus Hart- 
ford headquarters house state agen- 
cies, such the Labor Department, 
Development Commission, concerned 
with the problems business and in- 
dustry. They are taking inventory 
estimated damages personal in- 
terview basis, aiding with clean-up 
operations, finding vacant buildings 
and sites for relocation, following 
through financial matters and stim- 
ulating the inauguration sensible 
community planning the hope that 
Connecticut’s disaster-hit areas may re- 
build better than before. 


Greatest Immediate Problems 
Business and Industry 


Although all but estimated 20,- 
000 the approximately 70,000 per- 
sons idled the flood are reported 
back work, the picture not 
rosy these figures would indicate. 
Many these employees are work- 
ing clean-up operations and pre- 
paring shipments from undamaged 
reconditioned inventory. But when that 
work complete, many may laid 
off unless finances are guaranteed 
that production machinery and plant 
can acquired quickly.

real planning can done in- 
dustrial management until they know 
where funds are coming from. Many 
have available funds they can tap 
and must await the all-too-slow action

number instances some the 
smaller industries and mercantile es- 
tablishments were hard hit finan- 
cially the flood that they cannot even 
meet small reconstruction costs, nor 
will their credit structure pass muster 
with any loan agency. Unless long term 
loans, without interest, outright 
are given the Red Cross 
other private agencies, doubtful 
that some them can reestablish their 
Operations. 


The expediting Army Engineer- 
ing work involving private industry 
and business property also needed 
speed the repair dams, bridges 
and roads. Although these dams, 
bridges and roads leading industrial 
and business places employment are 
privately owned, their repair in- 
vested with the public interest. Unless 
such repairs, which are many times 
beyond the means the owner, can 
made quickly, the affected industries 
cannot start operations best can 
furnish very limited employment un- 
til these repairs are made. 


Conclusion 


The flood destroyer has come and 
gone, snuffing out what may yet mount 
total 100 lives lost when the 
final story told, and what may cost 
$200 million counting reconstruction 
costs and loss business, even though 
present estimates total rehabilita- 
tion are less than this total. 
September the Development Com- 
mission reports losses 482 industrial 
companies towns $72,515,600. 

Despite the admirable spirit briskly 
fanned the constant encouragement 
Governor Ribicoff and the prodi- 
gious round-the-clock 
started operations many flood struck 
plants within matter days, and for 
the most few weeks, the biggest 
and the knottiest problems long 
range planning, financing and recon- 
struction lie ahead. more heroics 
are headlined the press stir enthu- 
siasm for long-term program 


cheerless effort. company would 
leaving the state during the immediate 
aftermath the flood. But how about 
the companies unable get assist- 
ance get started again for two, 
three, four six months? Will they 
listen the siren song tax free 
offers and financial assistance from 
some our southern neighbors? Some 
these neighbors are even now ex- 
pressing their sorrow over losses 
flooded-out companies, and they say, 
merely calling attention the ad- 
vantages alleged lower cost opera- 
tions the south. The time danger 
the next few months when dis- 
couragement with slow progress may 
set around management table here 
and there. The siren call greener 
pastures most fetching then. 


Flood and hurricane disasters have 
hit Connecticut before. Always she has 
come back win new laurels the 
industrial world. 


sure, she paid heavy price, 
always, when costly disaster strikes. 
With her present spirit she will pay the 
price and stage even better repeat 
performance reconstruction im- 
proved plant and facilities better geared 
modern needs. Thus the human race 
has carried for centuries, building 
and rebuilding, scale ever more 
ambitious satisfy its appetite for 
better things for more people.
